A NEW MATERIAL FoR TEXTILES. 

To the ingenuity of a wall-known Saxon 
inventor and manufacturer, Herr Emil Claviez, 
is dus the production of a papor yarn, termed 
“ Xylolin,” that has been enccoasfully used ino 
wide range of textile fabrics, The utilisation of 
paper wood fibro in this now and practical way 
ind the extreme chespness of the now material 
oomyared with other yarns now in use is real! 
a remarkable achievement. It should bo said 
that this is not 9 haphazard discovery, but 
rathor the logical rosalt.of years of painstaking 
study and experimentation, After tho final 
development of tho theory at first in amind: 
into tangible material for all manner 
of uses in toxtile industries, the  papor 
thread and yarn. loose or tightly spun, of all 
thioknesses, hive siuea been woren into almost 
every couceivabla fabric and tested aud retested, 
until the inyeutiou bas-become an important 
commercial success, The paper yarn has 
extraordinary wearing propertios, and as the 
full soope of ifs usefulness has probably not heon 
determined, it will in all likelihood, lend itself 


to other purposes yet lo be discovered 

It should bo understood that xylolin igs wood 
tlbre spun into a papor throad or yarn, and may 
ba woven into nay Tesirod fabric. Although of 
tho same material as paper, xylolia is -not used 
in aheots and bes nothing whatevor of the nature 
of papior-maché: or any substance such as may be 
mauled or cut in blocky, It is primarily o 
thread or yarn aud is ewyloyed exclusively in 
weaving. ‘The looms used in the mann. 
facture of most toxtils do not have 
lo be especially constructed for — thig 
substance, although thoy may have to 
be slightly adnpted for its readior manipulation, 
A carpet loom of almost any kiud cau employ 
this now yarn, .\ loom that is used for weaving 
linon or cotton fabri¢s of frac.or loose mesh can 
readily toke the fiaer kinds of the paper thread. 
The thread is not brittle, if doas not have a bard 
surface, and it neither shrinks nor stratchos to 
any appreciable oxtont. Having cortain resilient 
qualities, it eannot be readily crusbed ov donted 
like paper, and on it moistare has practically no 
effvot, It isa sorvicoable substitute for cotton, 
jute, li en, and even silk, When bleached the 
yorn or thread is of a suowy whiteness, and at a 
firet glance csnuot be distinguished from colton, 
It can be woven to appear ax homespun linen, 
It combines the good qualities of cotton and 
tinen at one-third of the p-ice of cotton and 
one-tenth of the prica of Jiaon. : 

Boing paper, it can bo more rendily dyed 
in dolicats shades, for oatmatcking the range 
of colours to which cotton or silks are 
susceptible and vastly more than those of 
linens. ‘The process of dyeing the thread or 
yarn is patented, and appeara to bo of snoh 
perfection that no colonré, from the daiutiest 
nuaucer io the richest hues, are aifacted hy 
strong Licht. Tf jt should be tho wish of a 
manufacturor to combine the paper thread or 
yarn with.other materials to gain the oheapnoss 
of the now substance, it cau be reatily done. It 
can bo run in greater or less quantity as may be 
desired, Ninoty-tive per cent. of tho material 
néed in tho thread is cellntose, suchas ig used 
for newspapors, and 5 percent. cotton, but, of 
course, subjected to entirely novel treatment 
before .spinniuig. Tho craie materials in this 
prsportion aro cnnsequently vory cheap compar- 
od to other vegotablo fibres usad in weaving, and 
this alone will make its place in. the. textile 
market pormanont, 
busily at work in Englund and in Bohemin, 
ag woll.as in Saxony, turning out the 
paper throad and yarn, which is bought by 
textile manufasturers for usein their mills, It 
is tho business of the inventor'to aupply the 
spun Paper and not, with tho ono exception 
of floor coverings, Lo make wn the multitude of- 
articles which can be woven from rylolla, 

Among the various fabrics in which thd 
groatest amount of work has thus far been 
aooomplished is the making of rugs aud cxxpate, 
and at the factories of the inventor paper floor 
coverings are woven in great quantities, and aro 
alrondy being exported to the United Statos 
and elsewhere with marked success, Here 
tho. yarn of hoavier ‘qualify, woven into 
beautiful designs, is found to possess advant- 
agos over certain classes of floor coverings, 

hey oan be turned out in any thicknoss as 
ruce, mats or carpets, They ara ‘elastic to | 
tread, do not retain’ dust readily, and are oanily 
cleaned ‘by beating or washed without foar of 
injury. Unpalatablo to moths, they are not 
eaten by these ingects, The poper floor corer- 
.ings naturally do not possess the properties of 
rich Porsian carpets, but are adapted to uses ta 
which oriental rugs can be ill-put. Although 
they can be made in pile, they are at present 
manufactured chiefly after the manner of on 
ingraia carpet, but in finely wrought, artistio 
patterns. They sre clean and’ fresh, and 
particularly suited to summer . homes and 
veranda use. * 

Another groat fleld for the paper yarn ix in 
the mannfactire of bagging, being a praoticsl 
substitute for the mors expensive jate, It has 
been found best, howover, in making sacks: to 
mix one thread of jate with two of papar. Tho 
combination secnras the advantages of jute 
gunny cloth and the lightness and cheapness of 
‘wood piper, Closor woven, equally strong, and 
at one-half of the cost if can replacs with 
a'lvantage the jute sacking now in general use. 
Tnasmuch es tho production of jute i+ localised 
and the demand for it steadily increasos, xylolin 
used in place of jute for sacks will make those 


who have hitherto used jate sacking in largo 
quantities more or lass independent of tha jute 
market, with (ho bigh prices iow prevatling, 
Saoking made of the combination of xylolin and 
jute seems to hon cleanor and a neater. fabric 
andnot as heavy. The output of this combin- 
ation paper sacking ia already of great 
proportions, and it is estimated that inthe neer 
foture the new sacking will be a formidable 
rival of the jute now in usa the world over, 

The spun paper fibre has been woven into 
hats for ten and women. “Canvas” shoes and 
slippers have been made of it af nominal cost. 
Some idea of its adaptability for towela may he 
Bathered from tho fact that last yeat alone 
7,000,000 pieces were made and gold, and it is 
likely that not one purchaser in a husdred but 
thought he was buymg linen towelling at bargain 
prices, “Wonderfally auccesafnt have beon the 
essays in making wall hangings and furniture 
coverings." Whon usad for mural decoration, the 
material may be either nailed or applied with 
piste, and tho delicate colouring that tho paper 
Hbré takes rerders tho effect of the tapestries 
singularly effective. For-wpholstering y-rauda 
fornitura the matorial has an unusnal advantage 
beyond ifs merity of decoration because it is not 
subject to injury by light or dampness or even
